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$2  Federal  Reserve  Note  Potpourri 
By  Frank  Clark 

One  of  the  most  popular  series  of  notes  to 
collect  is  the  small  size  $2  Federal  Reserve  Notes. 
There  are  two  series  for  these  notesi  Series  1T7L, 
and  Series  m5.  I was  looking  at  my  collection

I want  to  discuss  "star”  notes  first-  These 
are  notes  that  have  a "hollow  star"  that  replaces 
the  suffix  letter  in  the  serial  number.  This  star 
represents  a "replacement"  note  that  has  replaced 
a damaged  note  in  the  printing  process.  "Star" 
notes  are  numbered  independently  of  regular  notes- 
There  is  no  need  to  match  up  "star"  note  serial 
numbers  with  the  serial  number  of  the  note  it  is 
replacing •

Alsoi  it  is  possible  to  collect  "label  sets" 
in  the  $2  Federal  Reserve  Note  series-  A "label  set" 
is  the  first  and  last  note  from  a "brick"  of  4-iDDO 
notes  plus  the  label  that  tells  you  what  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  the  notes  are  oni  that  4-iDOO  notes  are 
in  the  "brick"!  the  denomination t the  total  dollar 
amount  of  the  "brick"!  the  package  number  of  the 
"brick"!  lines  for  Bureau  of  Engraving  staff  to 
sign  and  date  as  assemblers!  verifiers!  banders 
and  wrappers  and  the  beginning  serial  number  of 
the  first  note  in  the  "brick"-  Real istical ly  it 
is  only  possible  to  collect  label  sets  since  ITbB 
when  the  first  small  size  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes 
were  introduced-  There  are  very  few  labels  and 
label  sets  in  existence  that  pre-date  nb3  along 
with  labels  for  other  types  of  currency  such  as 
silver  certi f icates ! United  States  notes!  etc- 

Currency  labels  and  their  conf igurat ion  have 
changed  over  the  years-  Depending  on  the  series 
you  may  have  a front  and  end  label!  or  just  a front 
label*!  first  and  last  serial  number  in  the  "brick" 
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listed  or  just  the  first  serial  number  or  a combi- 
nation of  the  above  two  main  categories*  These 
details  are  beyond  the  scope  of  this  article- 
Today's  labels  are  barcoded  to  enable  scanning. 

Series  ITTb  $2  Federal  Reserve  Notes  have  a 
front  and  end  label  with  the  first  serial  number  in 
the  "brick"  listed-  The  front  and  end  labels  are 
identical  except  for  the  fact  that  BEP  staff  only 
sign  the  front  label-  End  labels  do  point  outward- 
Each  denomination's  label  is  printed  in  a different 
color.  Labels  for  $2  FRN's  are  printed  in  green- 

Shown  here  are  two  fancy  number  label  sets  that 
are  accompanied  by  a blue  insert  "NOTICE”  tag  to  not 
issue  the  notes  to  the  general  public  prior  to  Aprili 
13t  ITTb-  This  was  the  official  release  date  and 
Thomas  Jefferson's  birthday.  Both  "bricks"  were 
assembled  and  wrapped  on  March  4i  157b- 

The  first  "brick"  is  package  ODES  and  begins  with 
serial  number  KDOCHbOBlA  and  ends  with  serial  number 
KQ01B0DDDA  with  the  added  bonus  of  note  1(00055555 A 
being  the  penultimate  note-  The  second  "brick"  is 
package  0125  and  begins  with  serial  number  K0045b001A 
and  ends  with  note  K0Q500BD0A-
